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A  Call  for  Actioni 

Do  ycu  suppose  it  possible  that 
there  is  any  normal  adolescent  or 
adult  citizen  of  Fitch/burg  who  does 
not  know  that  there  is  a  Teachers 
College  located  in  his  city?   Are 
there  people  in  Leominster,  Gard- 
ner, Ayer,  or  anywhere  else  within 
a  radius  of  twenty-five  miles  who 
are  unaware  of  the  existence  of  our 
College?   How  many  times  have  you 
told  people  what  school  you  attend 
to  receive  only  a  questioning 
stare? 

"Pitchburg  Teachers  College?  Oh 
yes,1  There  is  a  Normal  School  in 
Fitchburg  isn't  there?" 

There  is  something  decidedly 
wrong,  almost  shameful,  in  a  situa- 
tion which  makes  such  questions  as 
that  possible,  and  the  reflection 
does  not  fall  upon  the  faculty  or 
administration;  it  falls  directly 
upon  the  student  body.  We  are  a 
group  of  four  hundred  young  men 
and  women  who  assemble  daily  to  one 
spot,  yet  in  so  far  as  exerting  in- 
fluence in  the  community  around  us 
or  carrying  out  any  project  that 
merits  public  attention  we  might  as 
well  not  exist. 

What  is  the  matter?  Are  we  aged 
an  old  folks '  asylum?  Are  we  sheep 
incapable  of  united  action?  Morons, 
without  initiative? 

No,  we  decidedly  are  not  I  We  are 
a  fairly  average  bunch  of  young 
people.   Yet  for  some  reason  we 
never  have  awakened  to  our  possi- 
bilities. 

How  many  would  like  to  feel 
themselves  members  of  an  organiza- 
tion which  is  a  real  dominant  force 
both  in  the  community  and  in  the 
field  of  education?   The  potential! 
ties  of  four  hundred  people  really 
striving  together  for  a  common  pur- 
pose is  limitless. 

For  some  reason  the  common  feel- 
ing on  campus  is  that  no  student 
action  can  be  taken  without  hin- 
drance from  the  administration. 
Listen  folks,  such  an  idea  is  all 
wrong.  There  are  a  thousand  and 
one  things  which  our  student  body 
could  do  that  would  bring  a  glow 
of  pride  to  everyone  remotely  con- 
nected with  the  school.  Student  ac- 
tion does  not  necessarily  mean 


fighting  school  policies.   Further- 
more, it  is  after  we  have  shown  our 
ability  for  constructive  action 
that  the  administration  will  accept 
our  suggestions  for  changes  in  poli- 
cies.  If  we  want  to  change  cur 
Normal  School  into  a  good  active 
College,  we  must  arouse  active 
school  spirit.   Vie  must  achieve 
unity  and  a  common  purpose  for  the 
entire  student  body. 

Due  to  lack  of  space  it  is  not 
possible  to  carry  this  further  in 
this  issue.   We  warn  vou.  however, 
that  we  are  not  through;  we  have 
just  begun.   In  following  issues 
we  shall  suggest  activities,  offer 
definite  courses  of  action  by  which 
the  desired  objects  may  be  attained. 
We  want  your  support.1  Don't  laugh 
It  off!   Don't  just  let  It  die: 
Talk  it  up,  discuss  the  thing  among 
yourselves i  Express  your  opinions 
in  meetings,  through  "The  Gavel"  or 
any  other  way  which  you  think  might 
bring  results.

1.  In  what  ways  can  we  prove  to  our- 
selves and  the  world  that  our  Col- 
lege has  life? 

2.  What  would  be  the  most  effective 
means  of  achieving  unity  of  action 
from  the  entire  student  body?

The  sum  of  £>600  a  month  has  been 
allocated  to  the  Fitchburg  State 
Teachers  College  by  the  State  E.R.A, 
administration  for  student  labor 
about  the  College. 

At  first  the  money  gave  wages 
to  forty  students  doing  library, 
clerical,  and  other  forms  of  em- 
ployment.
